had not been notified of a meet- 
ing. 

As you know The Weekly has 
been covering LDFA’s effort to 
raise interest in building a bridge 
off South Huron Road and con- 
necting to at least the beginning 
of West Road. When [-275 was 
built an exit ramp was built there 
in anticipation of a bridge or a 
possible East-West Connector. 


Previous Township Boards 


have tried to keep the interest 
going but never to the extend that 
it was given serious considera- 
tion. Eventually the Township 
lost interest in the matter and

Wayne County as well as the 
State of Michigan dropped the 
matter. 

Primarily because of the 
LDFA’s renewed interest, the 
bridge has once again become a 
topic of interest. Recently the 
LDFA presented a proposal to the 
Township Board that would allow 
the LDFA expand its authority to 


include the area of the bridge.

During the last month or so 
several correspondences have 
been exchanged without the 
information being provided to 
Township Board members. Many 
of the Board members were never 
told of the meeting nor were 
given any details. 

Following the phone call from 
Washington D.C. we called 
Supervisor Mitchell's office to 
confirm the meeting. We called 
on January 3 and the Supervisor 
was not available. We spoke to 
his secretary and she told us there 
was a meeting scheduled and that 
it was not open to the public. 

The Township Board held a 
special meeting later that day to 
hear a presentation by the Capitol 
Improvement Committee regard- 
ing the proposed new municipal 
complex. The proposed meeting 
of January was not discussed nor 
was any written information pro- 
vided to the Board at that time. 

The Monroe Evening News in 
their Saturday, January 5 edition 
reported that a special meeting 
had been called for January 8. It 
was also learned that on the same 
date the article came out that the 
special meeting had been posted 
in the Township Hall. This notice 
was placed in the boxes assigned 
to each Board member at the 
Township Hall. The Township 
Hall is closed on Saturday. 

Only the notice was in the box 


— there was no agenda. 
Apparently the gathering took 


place as scheduled and because a | 


quorum was not present an offi- 
cial Township Board meeting did 
not take place but the meeting still 
went on. We assume any Board 
members that attended took no 
official action nor that any action 
was taken. 


_ Because The Huron News was 
| not told of the public nature of the 
meeting until the 11th hour we 


could not make arrangements to 
attend. We don’t know why sev- 
eral Board members did not 
attend. Perhaps they could not 
rearrange their schedules or per- 
haps they did not want to take part 
in a possible violation of the 





Open Meetings Act. 

The Weekly has in their posses- 
sion, a letter dated December 18, 
2001 from Supervisor Mitchell to 
Senator Debbie Stabenow con- 
firming the date of the meeting. 
We note 34 names were included 
on the list of invited guests. We 
note Congresswoman Rivers was 
not on the list. We note no 
Township Board members were 
on the list. 

We have another letter dated 
December 21, 2001 also from our 
Supervisor addressed to Senator 
Stabenow again confirming the 
meeting and Congressman John 
Dingell was copied on the letter. 
Our Congresswoman Rivers was 
not copied on the letter. 








The agenda of the regular 
Board meeting of January 9 (a 
day after this important gather- 
ing) strangely did not have the 
item on the agenda nor was it sug- 
gested by the Supervisor that it be 
added to the agenda for the pur- 
poses of discussion. Instead, the 
Supervisor decided to gloss over 
the matter by including it in his 
verbal report at the end of the 
meeting. 

Because of this, several Board 
members had to address the issue 
during their time on the agenda 
under Trustee comments. 

The discussion that followed is 
worthy of reporting and we have 
done so on page three of our 
newspaper. 


On evan Talay 12, Huron Townehip 
Trustee Larry O’Kelley and this reporter were 
taken on a tour by the Huron Township Drain 
Committee Member Bob Zilka. The purpose of 
this trip was to show us the progress being made 
on cleaning the County Drains with Huron 
Township grant funds and Township personnel. 

Mr. Zilka first took us to the Silver Creek Drain 
which is in the process of being cleaned#In the 
area of the Silver Creek that has been dredged 
and the trees removed and the water level has 
been lowered three to four feet. Because of this 
you are now able to see the underground drains 
working. (See photo). 

The Smith Drain, which runs 3,150 feet within 






















the Tounshin. has been eonpleted Rin a cost of 
only $5,000, which includes 47 hours wages ofa 
Township employee to operate the Gradall. 

Mr. Zilka stated that there is a public act that 
would allow the Township to begin maintaining 
the drains ourselves. If this is a definite possibili- 
ty, then Huron Township should collect the tax 
revenue and not Wayne County. 

Wayne County currently taxes the property 
owners in Huron Township for drain mainte- 
nance. When they rarely clean a drain they spe- 
cial assess the property owners. Question of the 
day: What is the money being. used for and why 
can’t we collect it?

At the January 9 Township 
Board meeting several Board 
members expressed concern 
over the way a Special Board 
Meeting was scheduled for 
January 8 to discuss the Bridge 
issue. 

To understand the concern of 
the Board members, the follow- 
ing requirements are needed to 
call a special Board meeting. It 
differs from the scheduling of a 
regular Board meeting. 

The Open Meetings Act 
which is strictly interpreted has 
the following requirements. 

1. The Supervisor or two 
members of the Board can call a 
special Board meeting. 

2. If a special meeting is 
called the Township Clerk must 
give notice of the meeting to 


each board member either in — 


person or by leaving a written 


notice at the member’s address. — 


3. The Board members must 
receive notice at least 24 hours 
before the scheduled meeting. 

It has been the practice of the 
Board to discuss the need for a 
special Board meeting at a regu- 
lar meeting. This eliminates 
confusion, a notice problem and 
is common courtesy. 

It is rare that a Supervisor 
would call a special board meet- 
ing. It is rare that a Special 
Board meeting would be called 
at such a late date particularly 
when the meting was in the 
works for months. It is rare that 
the notice to the Board members 
would be placed in a box on a 
Saturday. Lastly, Board mem- 
bers are accustomed to have 
board material delivered to 
them, even to the extent of hav- 
ing them placed on the wind- 
shields of their cars. We doubt 
any Board member objects to 
any kind of proper notice. 


However, in this instance there -

even if 
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were serious questions raised by 
several members of the board. 

Supervisor Mitchell chose to 
bring up the meeting during his 
portion of the agenda. He 
reduced this important meeting 
to a brief verbal report. 

He took credit for organizing 
the meeting and complimented 
his assistant. He said they 
worked on the project for three 
months and that 30 to 40 “rather 
influential people” attended the 
meeting. 

He said that MDOT was 
under the impression that the 
residents were opposed to the 
bridge. MDOT was told, at the 
meeting, there were some resi- 
dents that were opposed to the 
bridge if it meant West Road 
would become the East-West 
Connector. 

The Supervisor went on to 
state that the proposed new 
Master Plan calls for the paving 
of West Road but also running a 
parallel road along Vining 
Road connecting to Sibley Road 
which would become a boule- 
vard or a four-lane highway. 

He indicated there may be 
some federal funding for this 
project because the government 
was going to look at the nation’s 
entire highway system. 


He concluded his remarks by 


stating, “It was a very positive 
meeting and we all left with a 
lot of encouragement.” 

The Clerk and the Treasurer 
did not report on the meeting 
during their remarks. 

During Trustee Adkin’s 
report she spoke very firmly 
about her concerns over the way 
they (the Trustees) were noti- 
fied. She said the members 
should have been given the 
same courtesy that 34 influen- 


tial people were given. She

FROM THE DESK OF 


COMMISSIONER SULLIVAN 


Wayne County Commissioner 
John J. Sullivan, D-Wayne, 
achieved something last year that 
few legislators can claim: he had 
perfect attendance for 2001, 
attending all 30 of the full Wayne 
County Commission meetings. 

But that’s not all. Commission 
Clerk records show that Sullivan 
also had exemplary attendance in 
prior years — having attended 25 
of 26 Commission meetings in 
2000 and all 26 meetings in 1999. 
In fact, Commissioner Sullivan 
has only missed one full 
Commission meeting during his 
tenure. 

“IT consider.-my presence and 
participation key to representing 
my constituents and understand- 
ing the legislation that impacts 
them,” Sullivan said, after attend- 
ing the first Commission meeting 
of 2002 on January 10. 

Commissioner Sullivan was 
elected in November 2000 to his 
second consecutive two-year term 
as Commissioner for the 11th 
District of Wayne County.
